| THE oPENING of the Fall Semester at the University 
has an excitement unequaled at any other time of the year. 
The swarms of students—some experiencing the atmos- 
phere of college life for the first time and others returning 
with a renewed vigor to their various academic pursuits— 
have an aliveness and an air of eager anticipation which 
seem to deny the seasonal advent ef autumn. 

Among the student body this year are over 200 young 
men and women—a record number—who hold scholar- 
ships in the University. Almost every year, new scholar- 
ships are provided by individuals or organizations who 
have developed a special interest in the work the Uni- 
versity is doing and wish to help further this work. Five 
young men have entered the University this Fall as recipi- 
ents of Scholarships from the General Alumni Association. 
They have come from Kansas, Connecticut, Montana, 
Illinois, and Delaware. reminding us once again that our 
University is a truly national institution. 

The Scottish Rite Fellowship Program, which was 
initiated two years ago by the Scottish Rite consistories 
of the State of Louisiana, now has many other states 
cooperating in the program, in which the consistories in 
the respective states provide fellowships to the University's 
School of Government for graduates of colleges and uni- 
versities in their own particular state. During the current 
year, it is expected that several additional states will join 
in this program of education for government leadership. 

Each year the University inaugurates new courses 
and programs of study to meet the changing needs of 
modern education. This year, the Department of Business 
Administration in the School of Government is offering 
for the first time a major program of study in Transporta- 
tion and Public Utilities leading to the Bachelor's degree. 
The recently reactivated Department of Geology now 
offers a course in X-Ray Crystallography, and the Depart- 
ment of Electrical Engineering is offering its Digital 
Computer Laboratory course, in which the student will 
work with the University's recently acquired electrical 
digital computer. The University is the only college in the 
Washington-Baltimore area with a computer available for 
the work of undergraduate students. Among other new 
offerings are Christian Art and Iconography in the De- 
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partment of Art; Regulation of Securities and Securities 
Markets and Urban Redevelopment in the Law School; 
Chemistry and Pharmacy of Medicinal Products in the 
School of Pharmacy; and The Federal Executive in the 
Department of Political Science. 

The University faculty this year welcomed eighteen 
new full-time members representing thirteen different 
fields of study. But there will be some familiar faces miss- 
ing. Seven faculty members who served the University for 
a total of approximately 190 years were honored at the 
end of their loyal service by being made Professor 
Emeritus at the June Commencement. They are Antonio 
Alonso, Spanish; Benjamin C. Cruickshanks, Mechanical 
Engineering; Averett Howard, English Composition; 
James O. Murdock, Law; Leland W. Parr, Bacteriology; 
James H. Taylor, Mathematics; and Thomas C. Thomp- 
son, Urology. 

The University’s Board of Trustees at its May meet- 
ing elected eight nationally known leaders in science, 
journalism, and industry to its membership. Two of these, 
Dr. Frederick A. Reuter, Professor of Urology and Execu- 
tive Officer of the Department of Urology at the Univer- 
sity, and Watson Davis, Director of Science Service, were 
nominees of the General Alumni Association. Mr. Davis 
was elected for his third three-year term. The other new 
members are Dr. Leonard Carmichael, Secretary of the 
Smithsonian Institution; R. Roy Dunn, President and 
Director of the Potomac Electric Power Company; Philip 
L. Graham, Publisher of the Washington Post & Times- 
Herald; Carleton Smith, Vice President of the National 
Broadcasting Company; L. Corrin Strong, Washington 
philanthropist and former United States Ambassador to 
Norway; and Watson W. Wise, Tyler, Texas, businessman, 
who is this year a United States delegate to the General 
Assembly of the United Nations. 

The University’s physical plant continues to grow. 
The Dolly Madison Residence Hall for Women, at 22nd 
and H Streets, N. W., and the John Quincy Adams Resi- 
dence Hall for Men, at 19th and H Streets, N. W., acquired 
by the University last year, have been completely reno- 
vated and are filled to capacity. These two Halls, together

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THE THIRD ANNUAL ALUMNI FUND REPORT

It is becoming increasingly ap- 
parent that the support of alumni is 
essential to the maintenance and con- 
tinued growth of our Nation’s colleges 
and universities. 

As National Chairman for the 1958 
Alumni Fund, I want to express my 
thanks to the more than 250 loyal and 
energetic alumni who helped in per- 
sonal solicitation in the Washington 
area; to the Alumni Association; the 
Alumni Office and the University admin- 
istrative staff, whose joint effort made 
the 1958 Alumni Fund Drive a success. 
Alumni are the life blood of our col- 
leges and universities; therefore, to the 
1958 contributors, I want to express 
appreciation. 

If I had to make my report in the 
briefest possible form, I would use two 
words, “more progress.” Started three 
years ago, the Annual Alumni Fund 
continues to grow. 

This year 2,352 Alumni contributed 
$42,197.39,* the average gift being 
$17.94. The Century Club members,

contributors of $100.00 or more, gave 
$19,737.55.** 

Last year the Alumni gave $24,- 
077.27, and in 1956 they contributed 
$19,607.39. The average gift was $8.91 
last year and $9.90 in 1956. 

It is evident that the alumni of 
The George Washington University are 
becoming increasingly aware of the im- 
portance of protecting the educational 
programs offered, and I hope that the 
average gift continues to increase as it 
did this year. We do need much greater 
participation; for where higher educa- 
tion is concerned, there is strength in 
numbers. It is very important that each 
alumni give something, regardless of 
the size of the contribution. Evidence of 
alumni support definitely influences, 
both directly and indirectly, gifts from 
other sources. 

The gift of the Alumni to the Uni- 
versity through the Alumni Fund this 
year is equivalent to the income from 
an endowment of approximately $1,000,- 
000.00. The funds received will be used

by the various schools and by the Uni- 
versity in accordance with the designa- 
tion on the pledge cards. Needed equip- 
ment and funds for various projects 
will result from alumni generosity. 

Two reasons tower above others in 
accounting for the continued growth of 
the Annual Alumni Fund. In the first 
place, it is evident that our alumni are 
becoming increasingly aware of the im- 
portance of supporting their University 
and higher education. In the second 
place, the growth of the Fund is a 
tribute to the interest and energy of 
the more than 250 alumni who assisted 
in the appeal this year. 

Gifts to the Fund this year ranged 
from $1.00 to $2,647.00. The many 
small gifts, in the aggregate, form the 
bulwark of the Fund and make it the 
meaningful contribution to the educa- 
tional program of the University that 
it is. 

I urge all alumni to include The 
George Washington University each 
year among those worthy causes to 
which they give something.
